CAPTAIN BLACKMAN John Williams 

Wounded in a heroic action in Vietnam, Captain 
Blackman lets his memory time-trip as he relives the 
black man’s participation in the army from the Ameri- 
can Revolution to the near-future. 


DIE THE LONG DAY Orlando Patterson 

Stinking decay of West Indian slave society, 
causing the death of Quasheba, a spirited slave who 
tried to save her daughter from a syphilitic landowner. 


FIVE PIECES OF JADE John Ba!! 

Virgil Tibbs, the detective hero of /n the Heat of 
the Night, probes the slaying of a jade-carving col- 
lector whose lovely Japanese-Negro ward is one of 
the suspects in the case. 


THE KID John Seelye 
Violence spreads in an 1887 Western town when a 
black stranger kills the town troublemaker. 


MUMBO JUMBO Ishmael Reed 

A wild, imaginative, funny, and symbolic look at 
1920’s Harlem, the insidious jazz *“Jes Grew’’ plague 
that overtakes Black Americans, and the *’Mu’ tafikah’’ 
conspiracy. 


ONE BY ONE Bill Webster 

Thoughtful examination of racial tensions, pitting 
two people of similar backgrounds against each other 
when a black lawyer prosecutes the case of a revolu- 
tionary charged with murder. 


THE POLYGAMIST Ndabaningi Sithole 

A native Rhodesian tells of a tribal traditionalist, 
husband of seven wives, who adopts Western ways at 
the urging of his Christian son. 


RUNNER MACK Barry Beckham 

Vivid allegory of the black man’s experience in 
America, as told through the career of Henry Adams, 
up from the South, trying to break into baseball, draft- 
ed, and finally radicalized by Runner Mack. 


SHAFT AMONG THE JEWS Ernest Tidyman 

How could Shaft say no when asked by a group of 
Hassidic jewelers to investigate an epidemic of 
Shootings and robberies in the diamond business? 


A STORY LIKE THE WIND Laurens Van der Post 

Raised on a South African farm, a European boy 
becomes friendly with a trapped Bushman in this tale 
rich with the lore of the Matabele and Bushman 
peoples. 


WE CAN’T BREATHE Ronald Fair 
Semi-autobiographical novel about growing-up in 
tough ghetto Chicago. 
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
